reference into the structure of another while ignoring what the combined teachings would have suggested; since the plain difference in 
size between source 30 of Arakawa and source 261 of Saotome is not knowledge gleaned only from applicant's disclosure, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by asserting hindsight. 
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
